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Who is responsible for the Canada Student Loans Program? 


The Canada Student Loans Program is funded by the 
federal government and administered by the participating pro- 
vinces under Administrative Criteria agreed upon between the 
two levels of government. Provincial governments reserve the 
right to apply more stringent criteria within the province con- 
cerned. The essential features of these agreed criteria are con- 
tained in this brochure. 


What is the purpose of the Program? 


The purpose of the Canada Student Loans Program is to 
provide loan assistance towards meeting the costs of full-time 
study at the post-secondary level of education as a supplement 
to other resources available to students from their families, their 
own efforts and other student awards. 


What are the basic principles used in administering the Pro- 
gram? 

The following principles underlie the administrative pro- 
cesses: 


(a) The responsibility for the costs of post-secondary 
education to the individual student remains primarily with 
the parent (guardian or immediate family) and/or the 
student. 


(b) Governments at all levels are interested in supple- 
menting the resources of the student and his family and 
any resources available through educational institutions or 
other sources where needed, and thus assist all qualified 
students in reaching their educational potential. 


(c) Itis desirable that the concepts and criteria used by 

governments and institutions in determining the need for 

loans, bursaries and other forms of assistance to students 

should be coordinated within a province by the provincial 
authority concerned. 


4. 


(d) It is desirable to coordinate among the provinces the 
concepts and criteria of need applied in administering 
federal assistance in this field in order to ensure equitable 
treatment of all applications. 


Am | eligible for a loan? 


There are no age restrictions, but Certificates of Eligibility 
may be issued only to students who meet the following condi- 
tions: 7 


— are Canadian citizens — or have landed immigrant 
status at the time of application AND have lived in 
Canada for 12 consecutive months prior to the first 
day of the month of the academic term or semester. 
Students studying in Canada on a student visa are not 
eligible 


— _ are residents of a province that participates in the 
Program 


As a general rule, you are considered to be a resident 
of the province or territory in which your parents live 
at the time you apply or, if you are married or qua- 
lify as independent, of the province in which you last 
lived for at least twelve consecutive months, ex- 
cluding periods spent in post-secondary education. 


If you have been receiving assistance from one pro- 
vince as a Group A student and you become a Group 
B student (see Section 5) and you have not moved 
to another province, you should contact the pro- 
vince which has been assisting you for clarification 
of your residence status. 


If you have landed immigrant status but have not 
resided in any one province for twelve consecutive 
months, although you have been in Canada for that 
length of time, you should apply to the province in 
which you currently reside. 


The Province of Quebec has chosen not to participate 
in the Canada Student Loans Program. If you qualify 


as a resident of Quebec, that province makes available 
a provincial student assistance plan with similar terms 
and conditions to the Canada Student Loans Pro- 
gram. For further information, you should write

have attained a satisfactory scholastic standard 


Generally, you are considered to have attained this if 
you satisfy the entrance requirements for, or are in 
good standing in, a specified post-secondary institu- 
tion. 


are or will be a full-time student for the academic 
year/semester for which you are applying for assis- 
tance 


For the purpose of the Canada Student Loans Pro- 
gram, a student must be enrolled in a course of 
studies at the post-secondary level at an eligible edu- 
cational institution and carry at least 60% of the full 
academic course load in order to qualify as a full-time 
student. It is also required that the student’s principal 
occupation be personal attendance at the educational 
institution for purposes of the course of study con- 
cerned. 


A student is not eligible for further assistance under 
the Program once ten academic years or twenty 
semesters after the academic year/semester in which 
he/she obtained his/her first Canada Student Loan 
have been completed. 


are enrolled, or qualified to enroll, in a post-secondary 
course of studies at a specified educational institu- 
tion situated anywhere in the world, that has been 
designated by your province, for a course of studies 
of not less than twenty-six weeks in the academic 
year. In certain cases, a semester lasting at least 

13 weeks may be acceptable if it forms part of a 
longer program. 


— satisfy the appropriate authority that the resources 
available to you are insufficient to enable you to 
meet the educational costs involved (see Sections 
9 & 10). 


— are not in default on previous Canada Student Loans 


If you have failed to meet your obligations with 
respect to previous Canada Student Loans and the 
lender has, on this account, claimed repayment by 
the Federal Government under the guarantee provi- 
sions of the legislation, you will not be eligible for 
further assistance under the Program. 


Where you are in any doubt concerning your eligi- 
bility, contact the appropriate authority for your 
province (see Section 22) or its agency which alone 
can determine these requirements in specific cases. 


5. How are applicants classified? 


Group A — Students who are deemed to be financially 
dependent upon their parents. a 

Group B — Students who are deemed to be financially inde 
pendent of their parents by virtue of 


— having any combination of post-secondary 
schooling and of 12-month periods in the 
labour force which add up to four years; 


— having at least two periods of 12 consecu- 
tive months in the labour force; 


— being married. 


/ 
6. How much may | borrow? 


You may borrow only as much as the provincial authority 
determines that you need for your educational program from 
information that you provide in your application. (see Sections 
9 & 10) 


The maximum loan amount that may be authorized to a 
student in respect of a full academic year is $1,800 ($900 for 
one semester where it forms part of a longer course of studies) 
with an overall maximum of $9,800 for your entire educational 
period. It will be in your interest to borrow as little as possible. 
Do not forget that after ceasing to be a full-time student you 
will have to repay these loans and you may, at that time, have 
other financial obligations. 


Where do | obtain an application for a Canada Student Loan? . 


Application forms for student aid are available from the 
provincial authority in your province (see Section 22). In many 
cases they are available from the awards offices of eligible insti- 
tutions in that province. 


Do | need to know my Social Insurance Number? 


AN APPLICATION CANNOT BE PROCESSED UNLESS IT 
BEARS YOUR CORRECT SOCIAL INSURANCE NUMBER. 


If you do not have a Social Insurance Number, you must 
first apply for one through any Unemployment Insurance Com- 
mission office or Post Office in Canada. A card indicating your 
number will be made available to you and you should be pre- 
pared to present this to the provincial authority and to the 
lending institution chosen by you when completing any docu- 
mentation. 


What costs will be taken into consideration in the assessment of 
my need for financial assistance? 


(a) Fees — all compulsory fees of the school attended, 
including, where appropriate, fees of professional or other 
societies, membership in which is obligatory to the student 
in connection with his course of studies. 


(b) Prescribed books and instruments to the extent 
allowed by the provincial authority. 


(c) Board and lodging (allowed for single students only, 
excluding single parents). 


— For students living away from home in a university 
residence, the actual cost of residence fees is allowed. 


— For students living away from home in private accom- 
modation (e.g., boarding house), an amount estab- 
lished by the provincial authority based on the aver- 
age cost of accommodation in the region concerned. 


— For Group A students living at home, $28.50 per 
week for each week in the academic year/semester. 


(d) Miscellaneous allowance (allowed for single students 
only, excluding single parents) — $15.50 per week for each 
week in the academic year/semester to cover incidental 
expenses (e.g., laundry, personal care, etc.). 


(e) Local Transportation (allowed for single students 
only, excluding single parents) — an allowance for local 
transportation to commute between residence and school 
in an amount and in circumstances established by the pro- 
vincial authority and based on average costs of public 
transport in the region. 


(f) Return Transportation 


Group A students — if you are living away from your 
parents’ home because it is not within commuting 
distance of your institution, you will be allowed the 
cost of two return trips per year to your permanent 
home by the most sensible and reasonable means of 
transportation, subject to a maximum of $600 per 
academic year ($300 per semester). 


Group B students — if you are living away from your 
permanent home because it is not within commuting 
distance of your institution, you will be allowed the 
cost of one return trip per year to your permanent 
home by the most sensible and reasonable means of 
transportation, subject to a maximum of $600 per 
academic year ($300 per semester). 


NOTE: Amarried student is given this allowance 
only if living in separate accommodation 
from the spouse for the purpose of atten- 
ding an educational institution. 


(g) Medical Insurance Premiums — if you are single and 
no longer come under your parents’ insurance coverage, 
you will be allowed to claim the cost of medical insurance 
for one person. 


(h) Negative Maintenance Allowance — if you are mar- 
ried, your total family income (including that of your 
spouse) will be balanced against allowed costs for family 
maintenance (such as income tax, medical insurance, medi- 
cal and dental expenses, a family maintenance allowance 
of $7,200 ($5,800 for students who are single parents) for 
a calendar year, allowance for each of your children (see 
Section 11) and allowance for substantiated exceptional 
expenses). If your total family income is less than the 
allowance for these maintenance expenses, the difference 
is considered an allowable cost. 


10. What resources am | expected to have to meet the above costs? 
(a) Family Contribution 


— Group A students — your parents are required to 
make a contribution to your educational costs 
which is in direct proportion to parental income 
and the number of dependents they must sup- 
port. (see Section 11 for details of the Parental 
Contribution T able) 


— Group B single students — your parents are not 
required to contribute to your education; but, if 
they do so, any contribution will be included as 
a resource. 


— Group B married students — your total family 
income (including that of your spouse) will be 
balanced against allowed costs for family main- 
tenance (see Section 9(h)). If your income is 


more than the allowed costs this amount will 
be counted as a resource towards meeting your 
educational costs (tuition and books). 


(b) Student Contribution (single students only, excluding 
single parents) — if you have a summer break (or an equi- 
valent period between semesters), you will be required to 
contribute 45% of the minimum wage for your province 
times the number of weeks you are available for work for 
a standard number of hours. If you have been unable to 
obtain employment you will be required to provide 
evidence that you attempted to obtain employment. If 
you have been in the labour force for a period longer 
than the summer break, you will be expected to contri- 
bute an amount from your income determined by your 
province. 


(c) Scholarship and merit awards, less an exemption of 
$300 on the total value. 


(d) Bursaries and other awards based on need. 


(e) Any income you might have from investments and 
other revenue-producing assets (taken as a direct resource 
for single students; included in income for married stu- 
dents). 


(f) Part-time earnings, less $75 for each month of your 
academic year (taken as a direct resource for single stu- 
dents; included in income for married students). 


11. What proportion of income are my parents required to contri- 
bute towards my education? (Group A students only) 


The required parental contribution (see below) is made up 
of two parts. First, the ‘‘Basic Per Week Contribution’’ — this 
corresponds to the cost of maintaining the student at home. 
Second, the ‘‘Additional Per Year Contribution’’ — this consists 
of a portion of the net income earned above that required to 
maintain a family of comparative size at a moderate standard of 
living. 


In calculating a required contribution, deductions from 
gross income of parents are made for the following items: 


— income tax paid 


— medical insurance premiums and substantiated unin- 
sured medical and dental expenses 


— if both parents working — 10% of the lower income 
to a maximum of $920 (cost of earning) 


— support costs for dependent relatives (other than 
children) over 21 years of age to a maximum of 
$1,145 


— if both parents working — 25% of the lower income 
to a maximum of $1,550 for child care of children if 
under 11 years of age 


— dependent children allowances as follows: 


age O — 11 years —§ 760 
age 12—15 years —$1,375 
over 15 years — $1,490 


— substantiated exceptional expenses. 


The balance of gross income remaining after deduction of 
each of the above allowances as are applicable is the Net Effec- 
tive Income of the parents. The Net Effective Income deter- 
mines the contribution as indicated in the Parental Contribution 
Table below. The total contribution is determined by multi- 
plying the ‘‘Basic Per Week” figure opposite the Net Effective 
Income concerned by the number of weeks in the course and, if 
applicable, adding any figure in the ‘Additional Per Year’’’ 
column. You will note that there are lower ‘’Basic Per Week’”’ 
rates in respect of each child where more than one is attending a 
post-secondary institution. Where more than one child is atten- 
ding post-secondary education, the ‘Additional Per Year”’ 
Contribution is divided by the number of such children and the 
resultant is added to the ‘Basic Per Week”’ times the number of 
weeks in the academic year/semester to determine the total 
contribution for each child in post-secondary education.

12. What do | do if | feel the aid granted me is insufficient? 


If you feel that your circumstances were not fully taken 
into account in the initial assessment or if your circumstances 
have changed since completing your application, you should 
appeal your case to the provincial authority or to an institution 
delegated by that province.

What will happen if the information | put on my application 


Some provinces verify 100% of the information on the 
application forms before the student’s need is assessed; other 
provinces verify application forms after they have been assessed. 
You may be requested at any time to document the informa- 
tion contained on your form. If an appeal or the receipt by a 
provincial authority of subsequent information results in a 
reassessment of your need for assistance and reassessment indi- 
cates the initial assessment was too low, you will be issued 
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further assistance to the limits available under the Program. If a 
reassessment indicates a lesser entitlement you will be required 
to repay the excess from the earlier award.

14. How will | be notified of the result of my assessment? 


If you do not qualify for a loan, you will be so notified by 
the provincial authority. If you qualify for a loan, the provincial 
authority will provide you with a Certificate of Eligibility 
(Schedule 1) which is your authority to negotiate a loan 
in the amount indicated on the Certificate of Eligibility.

15. How do | negotiate my loan? 


If you receive a Certificate of Eligibility (Schedule 1) you 
must take it to the educational institution you attend to have 
your enrolment confirmed thereon and then, within 30 days 
and before the academic year/semester end, take the form to 
any Canadian chartered bank branch (or other lending institu- 
tion designated as a bank for the purposes of this Program).

At the bank you must declare any previous Canada Stu- 
dent Loans you may have negotiated (including any you may 
have repaid) and, if these are or were maintained at any other 
branch of any bank, arrange transfer of the loans BEFORE you 
can complete negotiation of your new loan. These loans must 
be in order before a transfer can be made. 


lf your Certificate of Eligibility authorizes your loan in 
two disbursements, you must confirm your enrolment on a 
Schedule 2 form obtainable from your bank at the date the 
second disbursement is due and then, within 30 days and before 
the academic year/semester end, take the form to your bank to 
receive the disbursement. The same procedure is required for 
each negotiation of funds after the first negotiation of your 
Certificate. 


Do | have to provide security to obtain a loan? 


No. Your loan will be guaranteed to the lender by the 
Federal Government. It will not be necessary for you to put up 
security or have anyone other than yourself sign the loan agree- 
ment. 


What about interest on the loan? 


Upon negotiation of a Certificate of Eligibility, the Federal 
Government will pay the interest on the loan in the academic 
year or semester concerned and for a six-month ‘‘grace’’ period 
afterwards. If you receive a loan in a subsequent academic 
year/semester, the negotiation of the new Certificate of Eligi- 
bility will maintain your earlier loans in interest-free status for 
the academic year or semester concerned, provided it has been 
negotiated before your ‘’grace’’ period has expired. If you do 
not negotiate a further Certificate of Eligibility, but continue 
in full-time study and wish to maintain your loans in interest- 
free status, you must obtain a Confirmation of Enrolment 
(Schedule 2) from your bank, have it signed and dated by the 
educational institution you are attending and return it to the 
bank (a) within 30 days of the date signed, (b) before your 
grace period expires and (c) before the end of the month 
indicated as academic year/semester end on the document 
concerned. Failure to comply with these requirements will 
result in loss of your interest-free status for the period to the

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date of filing a new Confirmation of Enrolment — you will 
be liable to pay any accrual of interest before any new aid 
will be advanced or interest-free status will be restored. 


If you return to full-time studies after you have com- 
menced repayment of your loans, you may reinstate your loans 
to interest-free status by obtaining a new Certificate of Eligi- 
bility or a Confirmation of Enrolment and presenting it to your 
bank as described above. The bank may require that your 
interest payments be brought up to date before reinstating your 
loan. 


When you cease to be a full-time student, you must, within 
the following six-month period, sign a Consolidated Guaranteed 
Student Loan Agreement (Schedule 3) with your bank in 
respect of any outstanding loans. This agreement will specify 
the rate of interest to be charged and your terms of repayment. 
The rate charged cannot exceed the rate in effect on the date 
you complete your Consolidated Guaranteed Student Loan 
Agreement or on the last day of the sixth month after the 
month in which you ceased your full-time studies (whichever is 
the earlier date) and not the rate in effect for consolidations 
when you actually received the funds. 


What obligations will | assume with a loan? 


Once you have received a Canada Student Loan, the fol- 
lowing responsibilities are yours: 


—  toread and comply with the Instructions to Student 
and the Terms and Conditions printed on the reverse 
of your loan documentation; 


— to maintain close liaison with your bank at all times 
and to advise of any change of name or address as 
they occur; 


— to provide in each academic year/semester in which 
you are enrolled as a full-time student, proof that you 
are so enrolled (by means of a new Schedule 1 or a 
Schedule 2). This must be signed by the educational 
institution while you are still enrolled for the aca- 
demic period to which the Schedule applies;

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— to contact your bank within 6 months of ceasing to 
be a full-time student and complete the necessary 
loan consolidation agreement (Schedule 3); 


—  torepay the loan in the time and amounts specified 
on the loan consolidation agreement and to discuss 
with the bank immediately if it appears that you may 
be unable to do so. In such cases, a revision of your 
payment terms can usually be arranged to take 
account of any temporary financial difficulties. 


STUDENTS WHO DO NOT COMPLY WITH THESE OBLIGA- 
TIONS WILL NOT BE PERMITTED FURTHER ASSISTANCE 
UNDER THE PROGRAM and must expect that normal com- 
mercial methods will be used to bring loans into order. In the 
event a bank submits a claim to the Federal Government in 
respect of a student loan and the Government pays out the 
bank, the borrower must expect the Guaranteed Loans Admin- 
istration, Department of Finance or its duly appointed agents to 
take whatever steps are necessary in the name of the Crown to 
recover the debt, including use of a collection agency or legal 
action through the Department of Justice. 


How long may | take to repay? 


The bank will determine the repayment terms of your loan 
after taking into account the size of your debt and your pro- 
bable ability to repay, but in no case may the repayment period 
exceed 9 1/2 years from the date upon which you became liable 
to repay your debt. 


You may repay your loan in full or in part at any time in 
advance or increase the size and/or frequency of your pay- 
ments, if and whenever you wish, without extra cost or penalty. 


Suppose | die before the loan is repaid, does my family assume 
the debt? 


No. The Federal Government will repay the lender and the 
debt will be cancelled.
